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RESPONSE A 

Applicant has the following response to the Office Action dated April 29, 2004 in the above- 
identified application. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner has the following rejections under 35 USC §102: 

A. Claims 1,2,7,8, 13, 14 and 29-33 are rejected as being anticipated by Iwanagaetal. 

B. Claims 1, 3, 7, 89, 13, 15, 29-31 and 33 are rejected as being anticipated by 
Yamanaka et al. 

C. Claims 1, 4, 5, 7, 10, 1 1, 13, 16, 17, 29-31 and 33 are rejected as being anticipated 
by Kemmochi et al. 

Each of these rejections is respectfully traversed. 

Applicant respectfully submits that neither Iwanaea nor Kemmochi disclose or 



suggest the light emitting device of the claims of the present application. In particular, although the 
Examiner is contending that Iwanga illustrates in Fig. 5 a plurality of pixels provided with light 
emitting elements at reference numeral 57, reference numeral 57 actually indicates a pixel electrode 
(see col. 9, In. 59 to col. 10, In. 1 3 in Iwanga). Additionally, both Iwanaga and Kemmochi disclose 
use ofan "incident light" for displaying an image (see col. 101ns. 13-16 in Iwanaga and col. 13,1ns. 
8-10 in Kemmochi ), which apparently indicates a liquid crystal display device. 

Yamanaka also fails to disclose or suggest the claimed invention as Yamanaka does not 
disclose the feature of an opening portion a side surface of which is curved at a light emitting region, 
as recited in the claims of the present application. Although Yamanaka discloses an example of 
"electroluminescence element", it does not disclose or suggest the claimed invention. Moreover, 
Iwanaga_and Kemmochi also do not disclose or suggest the feature of the opening portion the side 
surface of which is curved at the light emitting region. 

Accordingly, for at least the above-stated reasons, it is respectfully submitted that none of the 
cited references disclose or suggest the claimed invention, and the claims are patentable thereover. 
Therefore, it is requested that these rejections be withdrawn.
